‘WE ave apchding too. much!’ This 
was the ontry of M, Cochery, the 
official reporter on tho French Budget, 
in December of 1895. M. Cochery, uc- 
cording to Reuter’s Telegram, hus now 
been appointed Chuncollor of the Ex- 
chequer for the Republic, and will have 
it in his power, ta some extent at, least, 
to keep the exponditura of hia country 
within reogonable limits, Having regard 
to the threatening attitude of France, it 
is interesting te take a plance wt her 
finances, For the figures given below 
we are indebted to a summary of on 
article in the Journal des Debate from 
the pen of M. Leroy-Beaulion, who 
tikes a gloomy view of tho “national 
balance sheet. “{n 1892, M. Cavuignae 
pointed out that in 1888 the Budget 
amounted to 834,000,000 francs, whilst 
the totul expenditure of this description 
between 1831 ‘and 1802 was no less 
than 6,667,000,000 francs. Of recent 
years, it has been the belief that tho 
finances af the country wera improving. 
There is less expouditare on great pub- 
lic works; in 1892 the deficit was‘only 
10 millions, in 1803, 84 millions ; in, 
1894, 20 million’, and in 1895 bigh- 
water mark was reached with a surplus 
—a small one, it is true, but still a 
surplus of 166,220 francs. But ‘ things 
are seldom what they seem.’ © Tho 
national accounts were not in the satis- 
factory condition these figures would 
appear to indicate. On the one bond, 
the revenue account in thess Budgets 
was inflated by including the proceeds 
of loans; on the othér hand, a number of 
disbursements, stated to be ‘of au 
ordinary and permanent character, ate 
pot included in the Budgets. In 1892, 
for instance, 20,000,000 franes-ot this 
exceptional revenue was received; in 
1893, 8,009,000 francs; in 1894, 
30,000,000. ‘These are tho approxi- 
mate figures.’ In 1895, the scconnta 
were expected to include 37,000,000 
francs; so that the deficit for the 
four yours, 1892-95, instead of being 
134,000,000 francs would ba more cor- 
rectly stated -at 210,000,000 » francs. 
Great as thése deficits oro. they nead 
not appear 6o ularming wero it not for 
the enormous suma which are treated as 
extraordinary, aud the tendency to in- 
creuse in’ these ‘sime. M. Cochery, the 
new Minister of Finance, reporte off- 
cially that the extraordivary expendi- 
ture not shown in the Budget amounted 
in 1892 tn 129,000,000 - francs, in 
1893 to 91,000,000 francs, and jn 
1694 to 188,000,000 francs, which, 
‘added to other sums already enumer- 
ated, raises the total deficit, excluding 
the proceeds of loans trom the revenue, 
of 159,000,000 francs, for 180) 

183,000,000 for. 1893, nad 238,000,000 
for 1894. Even ‘deducting. therefrom @ 
yearly sum of 69,000,000 francs for the 
repay ment of Joana, it. can hardly be 
suid that -the financial condition of 
France at the present moment is parti- 
eularly rosy. M. Leroy-Beauliou con- 
tends that ‘the extension of loans et 9 
reduced rate of interest, where unac- 
companied with a corresponding reduc 
tion of taxes, implies a relative diminu- 
tion of the resources of the peuple, ‘The 
treatment, as an asset, of money ad~ 
vanced in payment of intorest guaran- 
teed by the Government on railway 
bonds, he very properly dismisses with 
contempt. In consideration of the 
stute of affairs reveled by the. figures 
quoted «bore, it is easy to understand 
the widespread feeling of exasperation 
aroused throughout France by the in- 
vome tax propostls.of the late Govorn- 
racnt. The Depsrttontal. expenditure 
of Franca is incransing.at an ‘slarming~ 
ly rapid pace. We are told that ‘ with+ 
in a dozen years the War Department 
hasincreased its expenses by 43;000,000, 
fennes; the navy 6,000,000; colonies 
11,000,000.- Public instruction calls 
for 14,000,000 more, aud will presently 
require twice as much ; various cherities 
have doubled their demand ; civil pen- 
sions bave increased by 9,000,000 since 
1890; . public works by 99,000,000. 
Moreover, there are laws in existence 
which domend additional appropriations 
to the amount of 164,000,000. per 
annum. Add to this thet the départ- 
mental expenses within five years 
have increased 28,000,000, and those 
ct the communes 74,000,000” Un- 
der certain circumstances, even this 
large increase would not_be indicative 
cf financial instability. “But, if we are 
to beliove “her own critics, France is 
boing rapidly dew into the vortex of 
financial ruin, and the Jingoism, which 
is elso causing so much slarm in Europe

thearmiesandnavicsof other nations, will 
hasten the catastrophe unless a coalition 
of level-headed French statesmen can 
be formed to reverss the policy of re~ 
cent French Ministries, With the po- 
pulation of Frauee decreasing, the at- 
tiohal financial position is impaired. 
The wealth of the French people is 
stationary or declining, for that is the 
only conclusion to be arrived at: from:

Co- 
toured representations of ics luives and 
ffuwers ate to be found in an intoroatiag 
work on the ‘The Fl wering Planta aud 
Forns of New South Wales,’ published by 
the Government Printer, Sydnoy, It is 
‘Ymuch used ag an ornamental alirubd in large 
gudeos, being 6 very free fowerer, and, 
when in fall bloom, having a moat strik- 
ing appearance, heing a blaze of bright yel- 
low. ‘The bark is used for tanning pur- 
poses, although inferior to that of other 
wattios, ft is sumetimes employed in tan- 
ning light skius, peta, and sais, the latter 
articing remaining pliable after use. Iv 
fl,wera in mid-winter, whoo blossums sre 
acurce in wust places, and is mach favoured 
by apiarinns, by reason of its abundance of 
pollen, which furms the favourite foud of 
bevs.

TRE SUGAR MARKET, 


In East Java, the sugar planters met io 
congress at Svurabaya, at the ond of lost 
month, aod their deliberations eproad over 
thres days. Apart from specialist aod 
technical topics, the discussion turned largely 
on the need for the Jaya Government push- 
ing onthe export trade of Java Sugar ia 
the Far East, The Government had some- 
what met the wishes of the planters, by 
sending to confer with them, Mr Testa, the 
Dutch Minister Hesident in Jupan, then on 
the way thither from Holland. Mr Testa 
conferred with tho planters and aesured 
them that Japan offered on extensive market 
for their produce, Lhe Minister alev promised 
to help tho plaoters in every way. There was, 
in the opinion of many, every pruspeot of the 
planters beoslittiug by an increasing export 


of the sweet to that Kmpire, The Sourabaya | 


fourant thinks that the matter might safely 
ve left to private enterprise withont Govern- 
ment interference, A contributor to that 
journsl takes the pains to show that, at pre- 
sent, Japon hardly importa any sugar from 
Java.

sumer of Java Sugar, Japan draws its eagar »° 


supplies frum China and tho’ Philippinos, 
He takes the ground that a trade should 
readily spring up between tho two countries, 
the moment regular steam communication is 
established, as is now being tried -by the 
Royal Packet Navigation Company. Japan 
oan supply cotton goods, lucifers and other 
articles, whileJova can furnish returnireighta 
in suger, rico, petroleum, and perhaps 
coffee. At the end of Just month, the sugar 
market at Batavia was aotive, with rising 
prices, The Juve sugar crop, this year, has 
mestly been disposed of by tho planters, 
Prospeots ate fayourable and the misfor- 
tues befalling the Cuban plaaters give 
hupes of satisfactory prices during the next 
few years, The improvement in prices ia 
expected to result in the Government laying 
oa egain the sugar duty in Java,
